Tax rates for all regular and 
special town needs were fixed at 
Tuesday night’s meeting of ° the 
Council. ~The general rate will be 
ten mills, special rate seven and 
one-half mills, and school tax two 
and one-half mills—a total of twen- 
ty mills forall purposes. This assess- 
ment is based on the single tax 
system, which makes all property 
improvements exempt and throws 
the burden. of taxation on unim- 
proved real estate. Vancouver and 
Victoria and: other cities of the 
Canadian West are taxed in such a 
manner, and to the single tax is 
attributed much of Vancouver's 
recent growth, as against Seattle’s 
late dormant condition, the ex- 
emption of improved property be- 
ing in the nature of a subsidy, so to 
speak, as against speculative’ hold- 
ings. It has operated as an induce- 
ment to industries and business 
houses.

In comparision with Calgary's 
problems, Redcliff is only a 
drop in the bucket,but the time 
is coming, and notin the very 
far distant future, when we 
must cope with the same situa- 
tion, and therefore the sugges- 
tion of the Bowell Farmers 
Union is timely. 

Considering financial string- 
ency as regards the city’s mon- 
eys, allthat could be done by 
the city now would be to secure 
an option on a suitable site 
which would be looking to the 
future for sidings from both 
railroads, even though the local 
consumption may not be of 
greater proportions for the 
next couple of years than to 
have other than a wagon mark- 
et. If Bowell is anxious to do 
her part toward finding a closer 
and dependable market, Redcliff 
ought to take a hold witha 
vim to lower the cost of living 
in necessities that require quick 
marketing.

Outside World Practically Unknown 
to Dwellers in the Land of Moab 
Most travellers who visit the Holy 

Land content themselves with a visit 

to that restricted part west of Jor- 

dan, The mountainous regions of 

Moab, ag seen by them, from Jerus- 

além, are lost-in the purple haze’ that 

constantly hangs over them, and the 
great stretches beyond are covered 
in mystery. 

This is true partly because of the 
fewer historical incidents connected 
with the eastern regions, but main- 
ly on account of the great abyss of 
the Jordan valley ‘that haw ~»lways 
acted as a barrier, Few who doacend 
into the valley, 1300 feet below sca 
level,” undertake’ to climb the hills 
beyond, which rise to a height of 
8,000 feet. 

The most striking thing about Moab 
has always }%n its isolation. How- 
ever much connected by race and vi- 
claity with their western kinsmen, the 
dwellers in Eastern Palestine have 
always been distinct and their lands 
have never been oceupied by the .na- 
tions on tlie west except through acts 
of aggression and conquest. 

Even today this isolation 1s still 
feit. . In giving an idea of ‘their 
knowledge of present day geography, 
one of them remarked: There are only 
four seas in the world, two of which 
are the Dead sea and the Sea of Gal- 
llee. Both of thése are ‘n sight of 
their own hills. .

fore. The modern burglar now spurns 
the clumsy outfit of crowbar, jimmies 
and skeleton keys. He knows @ trick 
worth a dozen of those. He carries a 
few ounces of nitroglycerin, a cylinder 
or two of oxygen and neetylene and a 
blowpipe. With these easily concealed 
\tools he can force his way through the 
toughest stee). 

The blowpipe is the deadiy enemy 
which the safe manufacturer is now 
trying, with the ald of science, to cir- 
cumvent. Under the intense heat that 
it generates the strongest steél crum- 
ples up like paper, A circle some two 
feet in diameter can be cut through 
metal an inch thick in a few minutes. 

Dendly forces must be bandied with 
eare and an exact knowledge of the 
power of which they are capable. It 
fis not for the reckless or the bunglerc 
to toy with the blowpipe or nitro- 
glycerin. So Raffles sets to work to 
acquire a scientific knowledge and 
skill of manipulation that if put to 
some legitimate use might open Up to~ 
him an honorable career. 

Quite recently a safe breaker, whose 
successful career was suddenly balted 
by the law, fairly amazed expert scl- 
entists by the completeness of his li- 
brary, which comprised a valuable col- 
lection of books in French and Ger- 
man written by scientists for presenta- 
tion to technical societies.

5 “DAMAGED. MEAT sHoPs. 
— 
Crowds Try Their Luck at These Cheap 
Markets In Berlin. 

There is a market in the Thaerstrasse 
in Berlin called by the people the “Frei- 
bank,” and over the door of a lurge 
bhop or booth here we read “Sale of 
Damaged Meat.” If the shopkeeper 
places this notice over the door the 
persons buying his wares do so on their 
own responsibility. It often bappens 
that excellent pieces of meat are found 
among half putrid bits. If you are in 
luck you carrf off one of these pieces. 
If you are not you just happen to carry 
away something else. 

Incredible as it nay seem, this shop, 
which is one of four similar establish- 
ments in Berlin, is visited by thou- 
sands, The Vorwarts related not 
long ago that people bad been known 
to wait fourteen bours outside these 
shops in order to obtain a cut of this 
damaged meat at g price within their 
means, and it is vothing unusual for 
‘these hungry citizens of Berlinio wait 
outside the damaged meat shop au en: 
lire night. 

. At 6:30 fn the morning the doors are 
opened; at 8 the sale of meat begins, 
and at midnight on one occasion 300 
persons were counted wajting for their 
turo. Most of the visitors to these un- 
savory_shops come from a distance, and 
many of them arrive provided with 
stools and old camp chairs on which 
to sent themselves during the weary 
hours of waiting. The patient patrons 
are industrious women mostly, who 
while away the time knitting and sew. 
ing, Children are there often, some- 
times as early as 5 o'clock, — London 
Chronicle. 


ALCOHOL FOR BURNS. 


ae Sounds Startling, but It Is Said to 
Effect Wonderful Cures: 

In the children’s hospital, Melbourne, 
Australia, severe burns are treated in 
a“ novel way by Dr. E. T. C. Milligan 
and his assistants, Molsture is rigid: 
ly excluded and alcohol fs rubbed in to 
insure perfect cleanliness. The pa- 
| tient is. anaesthetized, usually . with 
_ chloroform, and the burns are washed 

with sterile gauze wrung out of 70. per 
/cent alcohol, The whole surface is 
‘rubbed vigorously till all dead skin and 
blisters are remored, Then n dressing 
of gauze soaked in alcohol is applied. 

This process Is repented daily, When 
the dressing is removed it pulls dead 
tissue with it. Deep burns shrivel up 
‘and dry and the dead tissue is cut off 
with a sealpel. After about eight days 
longer Ip the casé of deep burns—the 
place is covered with boroglyceride 
xnuze or rubber tissue,:and it Is as- 
tonishing with what rapidity it heals. 

Patients who hive received too great 
a shock to stand an dnnesthetic have 
their burns treated for two or three 
| days with a watery saturated solution 
of picric acid on lint, which every day 
is carefully lifted but not removed, and 
more of the solution poured on, By 
the third day, says Dr, Milligun, the 
patient is'either obviously going to die 
}or-cun stand an anaesthetic. 

Dr. Milligan bas lost only one case in 
five months of coustant use of this 
ieee” and this case was compli- 


cated by internal injuries —New York

The Correct. Mourning. 


There is a tendency bowadiys to 
curtail the mourning period nnd to 
wear deep mourning only for funeral 
services. Persons who have cousider- 
ed the effect of strict mourning attire 
on the wind, on the natures of chil- 
dren especinily,. bave departed from 
strict. black and are using gray, blick 
and white or lavender. But for the 
majority of women the accepted rules 
regarding dress are still observed 

Correct mourning attire bas been de 
cided by custom, and, If you would fol- 
low the etiquette of this department of 
dress, here are some of the main 
points to be remembered: 

A widow's first wourning ts entirely 
black, with the exception of a white 
erape fuche worn juside the closely 
fitted cap, Binek crape ts the only 
trimming. It is used to edge n net 
veil, which Is worn after a month, Be- 
fore that tine a regular inourning vel 
is draped over the hat. Crape in par- 
row folds or pipings should be used 
with discretion. It is very repreben- 
sible to overdo this. 

The extreme mourning, with very 
wide bands of crape used everywhere, 
is not good style. White organdie or 
fine linev may be used for turned over 
collar avd cuffs, pinned with dull black 
pins. Dull jet Is the only permissible 
jewelry. All gold and precious stones 
must be Inid aside when one ts in deep 
mourning. Diamonds are not. consid- 
ered uppropriate, even though (hey. are 
white. 

The widow wears her full mourning 
for a year. After this the crape is 
omitted, but she still wears black 
crane de chine, lusterless silks, dull 
jet and black chiffon. 

When six months of this bave pass- 
ed the white und black, gray and lilne 
shades are worn, Whemtwo seirs hrve 
passed colors may be resumed. 

Por a child a married woman should 
went just the same mourning for a 
yearas she does for a bosband. The 
widow's ruche Is omitted. A mother 
does not wear mourning for very young 
babies. Indeed, the question of Wear- 
ing black when there are little chile - 
dren in the family bas been decided in 
favor of discarding mourning. 


When a wmotber-inaw has died 
mourting for one month Is worn, This 
dues not include crape After the 


month gray and ilac gay be worn, 
Mourning is not observed fur other 
relitives of one’s husband. 

Young women who observe full 
mourning for parents. du not wear 
draped bats or tong veils, Simplicity 
in thelr black should be the rule tt 
Is fvolish to wear full mourning and 
to cling to Jewelry and overoruaments- 
tion. Crape ought pot to be worn by 
young girls. Six months ts the time 
for mourning tu this case. After thia 
white, white aud black, gra’ and lay- 
ender sbonld be worn, ‘There Is a tend- 
eney to wear white in the summer 
time, which Insures comfort and ts 
rapidly becoming the accepted style 
for young women,
